This Mr. Burneby,isthat very Petſon I did occaſionaly mention in the Account 
of the diſmal Tragedy at* Mergen, who after he return'd to $zari by leave of the, 
Company's Faftors then refiding 'in Bataviz. 'My- Lord: Phailtker-according *to 
hs accuſtomed-kindnefs to thoſe of our Nation, promoted him to a confider- 
able Employ in the King's Service, as he contirurd; till he nnhappity loſt 
his Life at Mergen; And it ſeems, he ſtands charg'd with this great;Debr to the 
Company ; which however it happens, unleſs it can be prov'd that the King did 
by Word or Deed beconie bound for it; It may with as much reaſon be de- 
manded of the Great-Cham, as the King of Siam. . ; 


. The next i, Tho. Ivars Debt, with Intereſt upon Interef, I55 1.2s. Which 
is an exa&t Copy of the former: For Mr. Ivat was one of the Company's Factors 
who came to S:amwith Mr. Gosfright, and remaind therein joynt Commiſhon 
with Sarfuel Pots, till upon ſome difference twixt them two he left the Company's 
Service, and was afterwards employ'd by the King of Siam on a meſſage to the 
Governour and Council of Fort St; George, to requelt their affiſtance in procu- 
fing ſome Jewels for his Service: Of which unhappy Aﬀair -I- ſhall ſay more 
afterwards, having only here to take narice, thar. Mr. Ivat dyed ſoon after his 
Arriyal at the Fort on that expedition : But now. how the King comes to be 
juſtly chargeable with his Debts rg the Company, .it lies upon the Author of the 
Articles to give the World ſome rational farisfaCtion .
